The offender ran around the building through a vacant lot then down the gangway of 1537 S. Harding. He then entered the apartment building, 1 st floor, hid 
the gun in one room and he hid in a closet in another room, where he was subsequently arrested. 

The offender further stated he ran, because he had a gun in his pocket.
